Report on Cliff Rocker 




Cliff Rocker of 




Jtica, M.Y. 13501 registered as the 



Cubmaster of Pack 55 - Blessed Sacrament School on April 24, 1987. 

He was first recruited for this position as a parent whose son was registered 
in Tiger Cubs with Pack 55. Mr. Rocker was one of many parents who were called 



to operate Cub Pack 55. Mr. Rocker met with District Executive Don Skinner and 
acting District Commissioner Doris Obernesser. He agreed that Pack 55 was in need 
of new leaders to supplement the current group of leaders, at which point he 
volunteered to register as Pack 55 r s new Cubmaster. 

The next step included checking with Margaret Welsh and Jo Ann Veinot, who 
were the two Den Leaders who were holding the Pack together. Mrs. Welsh was 
aware of Mr. Rocker, having remembered him as a parent from Tiger Cubs who appeared 
very interested in the Cub Scouting program. She felt he would be a suitable 
choice to fill the open Cubmaster slot. Mrs. Veinot was not acquainted with 
Mr. Rocker, but was pleased that the Sunrise District was trying to aid Pack 55 
in recruiting the new Cubmaster. The Pack was faltering without the Cubmaster 
being in place. 

Next Mr. Skinner met with Sister Mary Laffey Principal of Blessed Sacrament 
School, She serves as Institutional Representative for the Cub Pack. She signed 
the Pack 55 Charter renewal and also approved Mr. Rocker as the new Cubmaster 
and ^ ^H^H^H^^ ^ as a new Den Leader. She knew jjfljjjj^^^ and the Rocker children 
but was not fully familiar with Mr. Rocker or his background. 

Mr. Skinner then made several attempts throughout May, June, July and August 
to touch base with Mr. Rocker to begin his Fast Start Training as the new Pack 55 
Cubmaster. The various phone messages were never returned. On August 26 Mr. 
Skinner spoke finally directly by phone with Mr. Rocker. Mr. Skinner made 
Mr. Rocker aware that he was eager to get Mr. Rocker trained to assume his new 
role as Cubmaster prior to the start of the new fall program kickoff .

Mr. Rocker then informed Mr. Skinner he could not remain on as Cubmaster 
due to his being indited on Felony charges by the Oneida County D.A.'s office. 
Mr. Skinner asked for a further explanation and was told that these charges were 
for Sexual abuse, Mr. Rocker did not disclose of whom, only saying he was 
arrested a short time before the end of the school year. 

Mr. Skinner informed Mr. Rocker that he would be making Scout Executive 
John C. Harvey aware of this matter and that Mr. Rocker should have no further 
dealings with Pack 55. Mr. Rocker said he understood and was sorry that he had 
caused a problem for the Cub Pack and the local Council. 

Mr. Harvey and Mr. Skinner met on August 27 with a Representative of the 
Oneida County District Attorney's office to follow up on the accuracy of Mr. 
Rockers statements. She verified his arrest on April 7, 1987 and that it was 
for sodomy - more than one count, a felony. She was not able to share whom the 
victims were. She stated the case is now at the plea bargaining stage, with the 
possibility Mr. Rocker will plead to a lesser count. 

Mr. Harvey then made the National Office aware of the details. Mr. Skinner 
has an appointment on August 28 with Father Dellos, the Priest at Blessed 
Sacrament to update him on the BSA's stance on this matter. 

From all appearances the Principal of Blessed Sacrament - Sister Mary Laffey 
and Pack 55' s key Den Leader - Jo Ann Veinot are not aware of Mr. Rocker's legal 
difficulties. Mr. Rocker at no time met with any of Pack 55 r s registered Cub 
Scouts or adult Leaders due to Summer Program break.
